Vienna, July 'M. — Tin) liulgaiian 
newspapers which arrive'l at Vienna 
tthdhy contain articles welcoming Lonl 
Sali^ftury's return to office, and im- 

ploriug tbo new Cabinet to sne that 
Prince Alexander Las fair |'l«.y. All 
thf!ne jourrals couiplain that tlie Pan- 
slavidt comiiiittefs are working iii .Ma- 
cedonia witii the evidiMit object of 
causing an iDaurrection in that pro- 
vince, and 80 putting the Prince in a 
fearful dilema. If, as they say, the 
Prince favors the insurgents, and con- 
BfUts to accept the ruier.'<hii) whi<^h they 
may offer him, Servia, Greece and 'I'ur- 
kcy all Ijb aroused; if the Prince 

dihcoura^^e th»,' insuryi'niH the Koiirue- 
liota will raise the cry that hi* in au ob- 
stacle to the national unity. Tiia Sofia 
Qazette says: 

"We have nothing to expect ot Aus- 
tria. She ^objeciH, indeed, to a RuwHian 
occupation of Bulgaria, hut if Kuasia 
can recover her HBcendency liere by 
fomenting diaturbancea and revolutions 
Austria will not nay a u ord by way of 
protest. Our only hope iH iu Enj^land. 
Lord Salisbury luay be ablfl to rebuild 
quadruple alliance of En^'land, (t(;r 
many, Austria and Turki'V", which Mr. 
Gladtttone destrcjyed in 1880; and, if ho 
does that, Russia will se the prudonoo 
of letting the Balkan Stales live in 
peace. Should he fail, we see only 
troubles befere us." 



Central Astla. 

Vienna, Aug. 1. — A letter from Ca 
bul to the Persian journal KchemHsays: 

"A joint campaign by England and 
Afghaniaian against the Klian of Bad- 
akbhan Keeuis iinminent. Th|e Klian con- 
tinues lo maintain an independent at- 
titude towards his suzerain, the Amesr 
Abdurrabuian, while at the same time 
he receives Russian emissaries at bia 
Court, loads them with favors, and 
openly shows that he acts by their di- 
rection. An adju'.ant nf the Ainr-er lins 
been Kent to i<'aiz ilmJ wiih lui n't 'nnii 
tuiii, c.'il'in;^ ujioii tlin Khan to iiiiik*' 
an unconditional bubni is.Hion. Should 
there be no .'latisfactory reply an Af 
ghan army will oiurch from Jellalabad 
into the valley of the Aiini Dana to 
attack Faizahad, while an Aii;.'i() Indi 
an ex |)edit ionary corps will .iiart in the 
same direction frmn I'liilriil uci'os.s the 
Hindoo Koonh. HadakHhan will then 
lose us si ini indcpendence and become 
an Afghan province, where the Rus- 
iiians will find it more difficult to in- 
trigue. After Badakshan will come the 
turn of Afghan Turkestan, which will 
also be made to submit and lose its 
old privilegeii." 

Decline In Luiiil Valui>!i iu Brit- 
nlii.

The (irat lot pu t up connihted 
of Uoughton Hall, wlncli co^t .L' ir;,000 
for the building alone, and about 10, 
000 acrcH of land. The host bid was 
;6300,()00, and tlio proj)orly wan there- 
fore withdrawn. A farm of 1,322 acres 
renting for .£900 a year, wag next [lut 
up, and hid in at £24,ft00, Tlien pi 
farm of 1,091 acvca, rentrd at X7-\-i, 
was bid in at J.'"JI,000. Annlher farm 
of 1,203 ucrcH, n'nLu;g for J.'GOO, wup. 
bid iu at £21,000. Two other 
farms, one of 600 acres and one of 700 
acres, were also Withdrawn because the 
limit WMK not reached. Altof;<.'ther, out 
of 17,000 acrtiH, onry some small hold- 
ings and cottages were sold, of cho ag 
geratid'value of £1,500.- A'. ' Y^Shin.

Tbo 
clerical journals announced his death, 
and as Father Brochaud enjoypd the 
higliCKt possii)lo reputation for holinwH, 
and was a remarkably hiind.sonu.' man, 
only thirty -thri!!! vears of a-^r, w.i.s 
most tieeply mouraed. l!^lo(jut-iit funer- 
al oral ions were pronounced in his 
iremory, and all the newspapers pui> 
lisbeJ the most eulogistic obituarf 
notices. 

AN ATTIlAtn'IVK SrHANdKIi 'AIM'EAltS. 

A few days aft( rwaid .M. .Molina, 
sn i((jtnl <lti r/iiui'^r of Piordeuii ri^- 
eeived a visit from .^ very eleguntly 
dressed man of.lho world, who desired 
payment of some detached Austrian 
coupons that the affable stranger had in 
his possesaioD. M. Molina is a cautious 
man ot strict business habits. Before 
payini.' over the money he cont-ulted 
thn li.-it of bond _/ra/<[)e,v il' eppo.viVe;;, 
when he found these V('ry bombs on 
the li.st. .M. .Molina then turned to the 
stranger and asked him to come back 
in an hour. An employe at the cashier's 
desk asked the name of the atranger. 
He replied, "1 am M 
known merchant of Nancy." Tlie eiu- 
plove, who was no other than an ayent 
of the secret police, said, "\'i'ry well; 
hai'o von papers i" "Xo, 1 don't hap- 
•lun to have theui with lue," replied 
iho elegant stranger, "but 1 will go and 
gel tlieui, ' \S'hile saying this he drew 
near the tioor. "Oh no," said the police 
agent, and he then arrusteii hiin. The 
elegant stranger tinally ailiuitlod that 
ho was no other than the holy monk 
whose supposed tragic death had been 
so bitterly mourned at Arcachon. Oon- 
fronttnl with irrefutaljle evidence he u!- 
so confosaud tliat on thflUotof March 
he liad visited Idlle and, with false 
keys had opened the safe of tin- monas- 
tery there, and had stolen lO.OOOf's. 
worth of Austrian l)onds. At Arcachon 
he bad shed his holy attire at the beach 
and escaped to Bordeaux, where be wrs 
about to exchange bis bonds for bright 
gold and settle down in foreign parts. 

EXTRAORDINARY DKPEXCE. 

In spite of Father Hrocliaud's full 
confession "f his crime he svus most 
eagerly defended at the triiil by Futher 
Leferre, the suficrior of the conimunity 
of Lille, who eloquently pleaded that 
Father Brochaud bad been merely the 
unfortunate victim of the snares ami 
entanglements of the devil. Father 
Lefevre said in his speech for the de- 
fence: — "1 don't know wlmt men may 
think about this act of Father I'.ro- 
cliaud, nor do 1 know wliat punish- 
ment human law may edict a^'ninsl, 
wh.it you cluitn lo bo a crime, but 1 
aui convinced that this is merely an iu 
signiticanl episode. It is true that we 
opposed the payment of our lost bonds, 
but we only did so in the belief that 
they had been removed by a layniau. 

If we had had the slightest susjii- ; 
cion that the money in our safe had 
passed into the hands of a priest we j 
should ci^riftinly not have ttiken such a ^ 
ate|i, for it is a rule of our order that | 
when a priest takes pohsession of money j 
m our safe he is not guilty of even a [ 
mi.-^dfmeaiior. Tliis mi'thod iidopletl ; 
liv l''athfr Hrocliaud, although at first i 
sii^lu faultv, and aliliough not, it must | 
ijd confessed, a general practice, does 
not, in fact, constitute robbery. 

Wliat did Father Brochaud do t He 
merely in a hurrieil manner aod brusque- 
ly, took possession of money that 
bulongud in fact, lo all priests in com- 
mon. Moreover, by the ecclesiastical 
law — " 

"Enough 1" shouted .M. Ruvend, the 
president of the tribunal, who, purple 
with rai'O, had bi^en listening to Father 
J.ef('vr(!'s <!lo(iuont defence. "iMiough! 
J don't sen what the ecclesiHstical law 
has got to do heri>, l)Ul I know the 
penal law, and that is qiiito enough to 
cover the present case. 1 won't allow 
any one to oome into my court and say 
that taking other people's money out of 
a safe at night with false keys is not 
robbery." 

The rcverond Father bowed in 
silence, and ten ininuteH after the jury 
HCquitleil I he uccused, mid the judye, 
much against his will, wan ol>liged to 
allow Father Brochaud to leave the 
couri house scot free.

If the 
loan bylaw ahculd be passed to-day there 
will be no necessity fur either the present 
or any fire engines. ,A few hose carts and 
bydranta will meet every emergency, and 
the economy over the existing arrange- 
ment for L'XtinRiiishiiiE; fires ia iippuriMit. 
It ia udmitlcd timi tho uutttTs of tho 
town should bo lludhod daily. Witli the 
water supply now at tho di.-ipoaal of tht 
corporation iioi oiio drop can bo .spared 
for tlio purpose, and people must continue 
to suffer from the sil'dcta of miusma unless 
tho supply IS increased. Wo earnestly 
hope that niti'iiiiyors will lint allow Iheiii 
HolvL'B to be iiilliioiicod to d.iy by a yon- 
tlenian who has luA [>:ud Ins tuxoa for two 
years and who ia supposed to bo in loasjue 
with a private company who think they 
see in the defeat of the bylaw an 
opportunity to grab the waterworks. Lot 
citizens be warned in time and vote for 
the loan to-duy. 



THE SElZUlit: UF .SA'JLA'A'S. 

As stated plseivhere in this issue, 

several of the crews of tho seized 
iiritish soaliiiy schooners cutuo up 
ou the Quoen yesterday and laid 
their case before the minister of customs 
and the minister of marine and fisheries. 
A detailed account of the uutragooud pro- 
ceeding has been taken down with a view 
of laying the whole matter before the Bri- 
tish and Canadian govoriiinents . Tho ua- 
sumption of tho United States govern- 
mont that by tho treaty of 181)7 witli 
Jittuia they acquired tho excluaivo con- 
trol BUd use of tho waters of Hehrini^'s 
aea seema almost too ridiculous for argu- 
ment. If Russia ceded the water as well 
as the land, she conveyed that which she 
did not own. The schooners were taken 
when from 00 tv VO miles diatiint from thu 
nearest land. Ths-y were charged with 
infringing the rit;hta of the Alaaka 
Fur Co., which haa ac(iuired a 
monopoly to catch seals in the waters 
over which it is asserted the Americans 
have exclusive control. Under the treaty 
with Russia the ceded terruory is defined 
to be: ''From a lino sUrtiiig from tho 
Arctic ocean on tho north, down through 
the Behring Straits to a point north of 
the St. Lawrence islands, thence in a 
southwesterly direction scj to p.iaa mid- 
way between tho ifdantirt nf Attou and the 
Copper islands of tlio Kormansborbki 
group of tlio N irtb l-'acitio ocean to 
meridian of 173° west longitude from 
Greenwich." Within tliis territory so 
ceded, and situated in the Behring Sea, 
in a line northerly from the point of the 
Alaska peniiiaula, aro tiio two abuids of 
St. Gtorgi- and .S'. Prtiil, nod wherein 
tho summer lU' n h.i xeala abound In 
1870 ihe Alaskt Commercial Unmpauy 
oniured ii.tw an Hgrcement with the 
United Sinits ti vrn.mt-nt by which ihoy 
leased I'T "cniyyeHra, fur an annual 
Bum of 8360,000. the whole of the 
ceded lerniury, with all the nuliu 
that bad been acquired from Rue- 
ma under the treaty.

Tlie Water Loan— Letter fVoiii 
]T[i'. B. W. Fcnrse. 

To THE Editob: — I venture to addresa 
a few lines to you upon, ^e subject of the 
waterworks- byliir,||^foh will bo sub- 
nittted to the vote' of the ratepayers to- 
day (Tuesday), with the view of assistine; 
your eflfotts and those of our city council, 
in eflecting an improvement on the 
present supply of that essential to health 
and comfort, water. I can write what- 
ever I may have to say, from a perfectly 
disinterested standpoint, inuemuch as I 
have a water system of my own for irri- 
eating my grounds. The ratepayers, 
generally, may not know that a year or 
two ago,' a good many, some eight, of the 
leading engineers, civil and mechanical, 
met at tho council chambers to oonaidor 
Mr. Hendry's proposed scheme, i. e., the 
"reservoir" system, and to check hia oal- 
culatiouB as to cost, and as to its general 
merits for supplying water to tho low 
levels in case of tire, or of acci- 
dont to the maim, and also to the higher 
levels. They also considered the queaiiun 
of tho cost and efiiciency of laying »n ad- 
ditional main to the higher levels. Th'^y 
were unanimously, of opinion that Mr, 
Hendry's scheme was, iu every way, tho 
moat etlicieat, and in view of ,iii incroaaed 
populatiiui, lis it would utilize every drop 
ol water, and store it for use whon need- 
ed. Every one knows what tons of water 
art! now daily running to waste, and this 
whilst BO many taxpayers have not onmiKh 
for ordinsry domestic pnrpoaesl The 
Council has a monopoly of the ri^ht to 
supply water to the city, and tlurefore it 
is bound Icjittlly and iimrnlly to c:irry out 
tho tornia and spirit of tho act graiitiiiL; 
this moiioiioly. 1 have cUled ihe "ro- 
servoir" system iNIr. Hendry's, hut in 
point of fact it is that which is ivoont- 
j mended in che beat standard wurka which 
I have aeon on thu subiect, and 
I Mr. Hendry has shown hia litnoss 
j for hia post, by his adoption 
of it. It haa been adopted at l>riybti ii 
(KiigliUid) and other citiea and hiis worked 
moat eutisfuctorily. Mr. Pickering also 
j endorses it, and he ia a man of large and 
varied experience in his profession, and 
as one of your currespondenta has shown, 
I has a reputation. Had tho o.xiatin^' works 
I been designed in thu tlrst iiibtaiice by a 
I piuctii-ul and I'.iin i icnced engineer, we 
should not have had to deplore the bluti- 
I ders which have been coniraittod. Let ua 
I not commit another blunder at thu sug- 
I geatinn of a writer in the "Times," who, 
whatever may be his professional (iiialiti- 
! cations [^;enerally, haa moat certainly bud 
no experience in ihequealinn of bringing 
! in a supply of v.-ate r to a city, and tho 
I professional concensus of opiuion and ex- 
I porienco is distinctly in favor of the 
"resorvoir ', system, where "hinh level" 
i dillicoliios occur. There is iiiiich more to 
bo urgi'd in f.ivor of the carrying' out of 
, tho proposed Works from a standpoint of 
! j».v/ict', but much haa been already said, 
i The ratepayers ahould remember 
I that those living on the higher 
I levels of the city, or at least a 
very largo proportion of them, objected to 
being iocliidod in tho enlarged municipal 
boundariea, and were taken in against 
their will. For over ton years their taxes 
were collected and expended for the bene- 
fit of other parts of the town, very little 
having been spent in improving some of 
the moat thickly peopled streets, e. g., 
"Fort " They h».ve to thank tho last two 
councils for a ardy meaaure of justice. 
Ratepayers should conaider that "the few 
people living on a hill" '.vilhiii the boun- 
daries, are as iiiacli entitled to justice 
and to their share uf ttie expenditure of 
the civil reveuuas as those living on the 
lower levels. To this feeling of justice I 
hope I shall not have to appeal in vain. 
There need hd, — and wo are ajsnred there 
will not be, — any iiioro.iae of tdratioti, if 
this necosBiiry w.jrk be carried out. We 
can then have streets watered, the drains 
and sewers flushed, tho gardens 
and lawns refreshed, and then, 
and not till then, can we 
make our city at once heolthful, btauti/itl 
ami allrrii-tive. If this auil other appo.iln 
fail, which I can ficurcely believe, our fellow 
eiti/.ona ou tho low levels muy rest assured 
that olhor iiieauH will bo tried to obtain 
that justice to which all are entitled. We 
have a good cause, aud do uwt f. ar the final 
result. Let all who love ju-itico and fair 
play vote "i»je" for the bylav to be sub- 
mitted on Tuesday next.

.\ doapatch from Huchareat, capital of 
Kouinania, states that all the news from 
liulgaria comes at preajnt through ofhcial 
aourcea, and that no private person is 
allowed to enter or leave Rulgaria. The 
telegr.i|ili liiiea, tlie deapatidi adds, have 
all been alopped from operation. The 
story of the deiniaition is told as follows: 
Ivaarvolaf, prime minister, eutered the 
palace ot Sofia and explained to Prince 
Alexander that the public opinion of 
Bulgaria was dissatisfied with hia policy 
and deniiinded his deposition. Alexander 
said, "1 aeo no friends; 1 cannot resist." 
A public meeting haa been hold in Sofia 
aiid|Rustichot, and proclamation of change 
of govoruiuonl was received with favor. 
The people rejoice over the coup which, 
they say, has ended an intolerable situa- 
tion. The Bulj^ari.ina are persuaded that 
Rusaia will now asaiat them to consuiu- 
uiate a union winch they think it is 
Turkey's Ueaign to frustrate. 

.Mexaiiuer waa taken coinplutoly by 
aurin iae. lie was astounded at tho aud- 
duii bursting uf the plot upon him. 
Kiarvelttff had managed the whole affair 
with auch secrecy that the only indica 
tion ,if the eouiiiig atoriii waa a mutinous 
apirit noticeable am iiig the troops. .Alex- 
ander had ordered the circulation of 
papers among them which openly, de- 
clared that ho alone was the only obstacle 
to tho union; but his orders in this re- 
gard were not obeyed. Tho all'ection of 
tho common people for Alexander per- 
sonally remaina undiiuinished. 

A lei OL^ram friuii Rucfiaroat says the 
Roumaiii ma ore very much excited over 
the Bulgarian crisis. King Oharlcs is 
personally presiding over a special meet- 
ing of tho cabinet, hastily coiivonod, and 
Prince Bretauic is returning home from 
Ooodrs with all poaaihle speed.

iMr Libouchore, rosuming tho debate 
on llio .|Ui'en'B apeecli, aaid th.it Lord 
Randolph ChurciiiU'a recent electoral 
manifesto waa an iiitiilt t-j the radicel 
party. He (Laboucharb) waa surprised 
that Uartingtoa had ever repudiated lan- 
guage applied by Churchill to Qladttone. 
He taunted tho whigs with being dia- 
gnihod tones. "|{e»idp8 the whigs," he 
continued, "there was a Birmingham 
gang under the leadership of Chamber- 
lain . 'I'he family of the latter had doubt- 
less done elliciciit municipal service, and 
Birmingham, therefoie, out of sheer 
gratitude, had subordinated imperial in- 
torosta to municipal gratitude. Outside 
id liii iiiiniilnim, the Chamberlainites had 
nu uilluonce whatever. Chamberlain 
thought no scheme could be a good one 
unless hti himself was the author. Oham- 
bcrUin could coutinue in his downward 
C!iruer until he should bo gazetted aa Lord 
(Jhamlierlain. " (Laiigliter.) Tho Biieakor 
urged Iriahuion to continue their eli'oria 
by legitimate ineaiia toobtidii their rights 
as a nation atruoglmg to he free (cheoiH). 
The followers of I'aruell had a right to 
be proud uf their leader, and the accuaa- 
tiiin that they were nicrconary and were 
receiving funda from America came with 
ill grace fnnn Kiiglisli nieiuborn, who 
wore not above pecuniary aid theinaolvus. 
Continuing, ho said that winter was ap- 
proiK^hing and that thu military were as- 
sisting in the evictions of people, many of 
whom were cast out on the roadside. Irish- 
inoii could not be blamed if they refused 
to Hiibiiiit tamely to such treHtmoiit; but 
ho \variuui thum tliat diuonler would only 
serve as an excuse fur resisting homo rule 
and would insure coercion. 

Pursnnnt to inHtriiotiona from the war 
oflieo vohinteerH have h.;en ordered to prae- 
tieo pii-liot duty and bi. in roadiuoss to ([uell 
rlotiiif^. Diiriiio (lie eiisuiii),' autumn 
inaiinjiivro I'lioli vohiuloi r ;s to be Huppliod 
wilh Mvonly bull oartiiili^os; and it is uudor- 
hlood thai this action is taken iu oxpectuncy 
of a leiiowal of dynamite outrages and Irish 
disorders in tho northern and middle towns 
of Euglaud. 

Hir Michael Hicks Beach said it wae the 
duty of tho government to rustoro order 
and adminiBter government iu Ireland with 
!,iw as they found it. If it was true that 
the govornnient had entounigtd outrage 
and [iroiiioted diaorslor in Ireland they 
oiiijht to bo iiiipeachiHl. Tho 
govorinui'iit hoped that \,hoii their 
teiiuro of otVice oloHod they would 
leave Ireland more poao'oful, nioro orderly 
and prospurourt than they had found it. 
rOhoera.] 

Mr. iViurley, upon riaing, wns loudly 
cluiered by the Pariiellilo'i. Ho said that 
ho had never doiiioil lhat diiiHiuitora had 
a perfect riglit to diacuaa Mr, (ilad- 
sioiie's proposals freely. Ho had observed 
little in tho languigo of his noble friend 
t.i eiieniirage the hope that the ditliculty 
would noon end, Ho maintained that the 
majority uf liberals with Qladstpne must 
wait aud see if it were possible to justify 
their past aolinu Ihuy should cartaioly 



sparo jio pains to convert the country to 
their way of thinking. [Cheers.] lie 
admitted that it was tho duty of the gov- 
ernment to aupproas disorder, but he 
feared that they would fail now as they 
liBdi;f|lled in 1886> He'aaidiijiat i:ikn in- 
crease of outrages always followed an 
increase of evictions. It was supposed 
that social order could bo restored with- 
out dealing with tho agrarian question. 
The government proposed tostop outr.iges 
on the one hand and to encourage evic- 
tions on the other. [Cheers.] Ho doubt- 
ed If any good would be accomplished by 
sending Sir Redvers Buller ti^ Ire- 
land, because that gentleman would 
bo unable to doviae any now means for 
dutoction of crimes. Thu league had duue 
its utmost to prevent crime, and its fail- 
ure was an evidence cf how deep-rooted 
the disorder was, but Mr. Paruell was 
right when he said that if under home rule 
the outrages continue, the rest of Ireland 
would soon put an end to them. 
If thoy were to have a land bill such as 
Lord Salisbury had foreshadowed he be- 
lieved the country would boou wish it had 
iiccRptod Mr. Qladstouo's meuHure. lie 
cousiderod tho prupoaal to Hpoud millious 
of English luouey ou public works iu Ire- 
laud was of more doubtful expediency than 
any proposal that could have emanated from 
the government. lioaides. it was a mea- 
sure of ceutrali/.ation aud was introduced at 
the same time that local self guverumeut 
was promised. [Cheers.] Ia conolusiou, 
he said they would never be able to make a 
step toward permanent settlomeut uutil 
thoy hud given Ireland a statutory parlia- 
ment and an Irish executive. (Cheers.] 
Mr. I'nrnell adjourned the debate.

— A special dis- 
patch to thu Poat from London states that 
Sir ftlichaol Hicka- Beach, chief secretary 
for Ireland, regards tho situation of Ire- 
land with serious miagiviiiga, aud has 
become leas sauf^ulno about the success 
of any Irish policy based on "firninosH 
and decision." 

French feeling favors Prince Alex 
ander's deposition, b'.!Cau90 the Prince 
is atlerman. Erenchmen hope that Rus- 
sia's action lu the omergeucy may em- 
broil the Ciuitral European puivors. 
Nobody in P.iria behoves those powers 
connived at Prince Alexander's uxpul- 
siuD. 

The Times commenting on Bulgarian 
affairs, says; We fear it will he regarded 
as far ua Prince .-Mexander ia concerned, 
aa the end of tho chapter for him. The 
general feeling will he one of respectful 
sympathy. Tho event must be regarded 
aa a triumph uf Russian diplomacy and a 
very impressive result. It is also in a 
less degree, a reverse of England's diplo- 
macy. It is only too olear that the Mar- 
quis of Salisbury is confronted with all of 
thu iangera and diificulties in an agg-a- 
vatcd form which he had to face on his 
first accession to power. 

Latest advices from .lapau state rioting 
between OfaiueBe and Japanese at Nagasaki 
was caused by a fight between 18 Chinese 
sailors and tho .fapauese police. It waa 
simply a cauo of disorderly conduct on tho 
part of the sailors. Eight men were killed 
and three hundred wounded, most of the 
Injured being Chinese.

The mob routed them with atunea and 
completely wrecked the barracks, which 
were defended by twenty policemen. A 
military reinforcement ia hurrying to the

Tho atreela were el.'ar.ul by the mili- 
tary; several arrests were made; tho city 
is now quiet.

On the 2ud, while the Onward wus in 
lat. — north, long. — west, and about 70 
miles from the nearest laud, the United 
States revenue catter "Oorwin," having the 
schooners 'Thornton and Caroleua iu tow, 
boarded us'iind sent a crew on board and 
towed us in ben,', where we are lying nt 
present, wilb sails bent and skins cm beard 
ai;d a wiitebman in eliaige. Can't tiiul out 
what they intend to do with us, so can't 
say more about us at present. 

I met tbe Favorite on tbe 28th of July. 
Cai)tain McLean was on board of her; we 

gave hiin our catch We wero in sight 

of oue another until the night of tbe 1st 
inst.; he luust have made a good catch, for 
vve have at present on boaiil°4t)U skins 
which we took iu four days, and 1 am posi- 
tive hia crowd could take twice that nam - 
ber, as we had not got the best of sealer-. 
[ believe nil the Hchoouers have douo well. 

We may ilud out something to-day of 
how the cutter is going to dispose of ua, 
Wliat I am in hopes of is that Ibey have 
made false steps, and that they can do 
nothing more than sjioil the voyage. Tbey 
took tbe sebooui'r Sun l)ie),'o in here aboat 
a iiionth ago, and took tbe skins out of 
her, unbent her sails, put every thing ashore 
and are sending the crew to San Francisco 
to-day iu one of the fur company's steiim- 
ers, St. Paul. 

Later on. — Have heard nothing more, only 
that the crews of the Thornton and Oaru- 
leua aro being sent to 'Frisco to-day per the 
St. I'uul, oieopt the captains and one man 
iu each, but thoy took none of our crew. 
There nre rtlniors afloat that tho three 
sebooiiers are to be laid up bere all winter, 
and that wo are tube taken to Sitka, but no 
eortaiuty. 

f wrote you this morning us tbe boat 
was leaving the wbiirf, thinking she wus 
going av:ay, but she came to iincbor in tbo 
roads. We sent a protest on board the 
cutter against the action of the authorities 
iu seiziug the vessels on the high seas; 
but I don't know that it will amount to 
much. There is no notary public hereto 
sign it. I have nothing luoro to write yon 
ut present. Trusting things will Inrn ont 
better than we expect,
